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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments that the claims are 
definite and that the claims are not anticipated have been considered but is not convincing. Regarding applicant's argument that at least 
paragraphs 0018, 0055 and 0062, when taken as a whole, clearly define the structural limitations responsible for an apparatus capable of 
distinguishing vehicular from non-vehicular light sources, the examiner disagrees. While the disclosure may suggest the apparatus has 
the capability, It does not clearly define any structure responsible for the capability. At best, the particular paragraphs referred to by 
applicant suggest that high dynamic range (a relative, but otherwise indefinite term) and or the use of a pass band filter (which is also 
disclosed by the prior art reference) may have something to do with the capability, but such paragraphs fall far short of particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which applicant regards as his invention. Regarding applicants argument that the 
claims are not anticipated by the prior art, the examiner notes that, even in view of applicant's new arguments which require further 
consideration not appropriate for an after final action, the claims, as best understood, are still rejected because the recited prior art 
discloses at least a pass band filter allowing the apparatus, as best understood, to be capable distinguishing vehicular from non- 
vehicular light sources. 
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
